TLANTA, August 10, 1906.—Editor Constitution: I see by the papers that Mr. Hoke Smith is 
endeavoring to get away from the facts in connection with my claim against him, by ven- 
talating his well-known dislike for my attorney, Mr. Howell. 

I want to say that I never knew or saw Mr. Howell until I went to his office to employ him 
as an attorney to collect from Mr. Hoke Smith the one thousand dollars that is due me from Mr, 
Smith, 

The insinuations printed in yesterday’s Journal with reference to any influence on me are ab- 
solutely and wholly false. Mr. Howell had nothing to do with securing a job for me with the Cen- 
tral railroad, for I was working for that company before [ ever knew or saw Mr. Howell. 

I notice that Mr: Hoke Smith has not seen fit to deny under oath the charges I have sworn to, 
although he did have Mr. Hastings publish an affidavit. From the .date of my first letter to Mr, 
Smith, his associate, Mr. Jack Hastings, has been writing and asking for “personal interviews with 
me.” My claim is against Mr. Hoke Smith and I am looking to him alone to settle the claim. I am 
sorry Mr. Smith did not publish all the letters that passed between me and his office.

George Hall Convicted. of 
Conspiracy in Connection 
With Lynching 


Charlotte, N. C., August 10.—George 
Hall, a cotton mill operative, wae tonight 
convicteq of conepiracy in connection 
with the lynching of the three negroes 
at Salisbury, Monday night last, and 
given a term of fifteen years in the gtate 
penitentiary. 

The hearing of: the case began when 
court opened at 10:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. At 6:15 p. m., after hearing sev- 
eral witnesses establishing Hall's partic- 
tpation in the lynching, the case was 
given to the jury. After being out 
twenty minutes, a verdict of guilty was 
agreed wpon and the maximum penalty 
for the offense charged was imposed by 
Judge B. F. Long. Court adjourned for 
the day at 7:!10-p. m. 

This is said to be the first convic- 
tion of the king ever secured in this 
state, although a number of efforts have 
been made to bring members of mobs 
to justice.

Chicago, August 1!0.—Frank Kowalski, 


for five years paying teller of the Mi- 
waukee Avenue State bank, which failed 


last Monday, and for some time assis- 
tant re@eiving teller in additfon to his 
Other duties, shot and killed himself to- 
night in his home, 340 North Carpenter 
street. Criticlsm by neighbors and life 
long friends who accused him of a share 
in the downfall of the bank is believed 
to have driven Kowalski tto his death. 
For two days he thad been despondent 
and the members of this family had kept 
a close watch over him. Tolay, how- 
ever, he returned to ‘his home at 4 o’clock, 
while the family was away from home 
and his dead body was found four hours 
later. ea 3 
The climax of his trouble was reached 
last night when a woman whom he had 
known for years accosted him on the 
street and accused him of being respon- 
sible for the failure of the bank. When 
speaking of the incident later in the 
evening, Kowalski complained bitterly of 
the suspicions of his friends and declared 
trat unless his reputaiion was speedily 
cleared he would take his own life, 


Relatives Defend Him. 

His relatives assert their firm belief 
that he was innocent of any knowledge 
as to the mismanagement of the bank by 
President Stensland. When the bank 
failed Kowalski had $700 of his own 


money on deposit in the instftution and 
his immediate relatives nearly $50,000. 
Had the teller known of Stensland’s de- 
falcations, they assert, he would at least 
have notified his relatives and would 
have taken his own money out of the in- 
etitution. 

The dead teller, who was 30 years of 
age, had been with tthe bank for thirteen 
years. He began as office boy and had 
been promoted step by step to the posi- 
tion he held at the time of the failure.

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ENDLESS CHAIN PRAYER 


IS DENOUNCED BY BISHOP 


OSTON, August 10.—So much an- 
BR noyance has been caused to the 
Right Rev. William Lawrence, 
Episcopal bishop of Massachusetts by 
the floog of letters which has been pour- 
ing in for several months regarding the 
so-called “endless chain of . prayer,’’ 
which was alleged to have been started 
by him, that the bishop has found it 
necessary to issue the following denial 
that he is connected with the matter: 

“The endless chain of prayer, said to 
have been written by Bishop Lawrence, 
is a hoax. Bishop Lawrence, of Massa- 
chusetts, never wrote it. and knows 
nothing about {t. It is the work of some 
demented or mischievous person.”’ 

A denial that such a scheme had been 
Started by amy church official or digni- 
tary was prominently published in ail 
the Episcopal church papers, as well as 
tn the local secular papers in many 
cities. The church officials also sent tu 
Episcopal clergymen throughout the 
country a letter describing the hoax. 
Despite this, however, there fs scarcely 
a day when Bishop Lawrence does not 
receive letters containing inquirfes con- 
cerning it. Such have come r¢- 
cently from Florida, Texas, northern and 
western states and points in Canada, 
while only this week a query regarding 
it was received by Bishop Lawrenc: 
from Paris, France. 

The prayer begins with an Invocatian 
for divine mercy on all mankind, and 
Says it was sent by Bishop Lawrence, 
who recommen<éed it be sent to nine per- 
sons. Misfortune was threatened to 
whomsoever failed to send it. On the 
other hand it promises that

“He who 


will rewrite this prayer will be delivered 
from every calamity.’ 

The inquiries concerning the 
chain and comments on it which have 
been received by Bishop LaWrence and 
by church and secular papers indicate 
that the fears of many persons have 
been so worked on by the mention of 
‘dreadful accident’’ as the penalty for 
failing to comply with the conditions of 
the scheme, that they have not only 
aided in the spread of the prayer, but 
have felt great terror lest they might 
meet with misfortune. One of the mo3* 
striking letters regarding the matter 
was recelveqg by the editor of a Mon- 
treal paper from a correspondent in Brit- 
ish Columbia. This correspondent wrote 
as follows: 

‘T enclose a copy of a letter (the end- 
tess chain letter), with which the United 
States and Canadian mails are flooded. 
I received the seventh today from Canada 
and have resolved to give the matter 
publicity. One of my lady correspond- 
ents iwrites me that she Is ‘sick with 
fear,’ for her husband would not let her 
follow the directiong in the letter she 
received of the kind. and she was s0 
afraiq that some calamity would befall 
herself or family that she has. diso- 
treyed him, and written secretly nine 
letters and sent them off to as many 
different parties, myself being one of 
the victims, thus placing nine others un- 
der the ‘ban of the curse,’ as she calls 
it. if they do not do likewise. I am 
sending a copy. of -the letter which fs 
eausing so much discussion to several 
of the leading newspapers in Canada 
and the United States, anq hope thc

Two Cars Plunge Jown Em- 
bankment at Fruitland, 


About Fifty Persons Are Injured, 
Many Seripusly, in Wreck on the 
F. W. and D. CG. Ratlroad. 
Miraculous That no Peo- 
ple Wére Killed. 


Bowle, Texas, August 10.—Between 
forty and fifty passengers were injured, 
none fatally, but several seriously, 
when the northbound passenger train 
of the Fort Worth and Denver City 
railroad was wrecked a few miles south 
of Fruitland, Texas, late last night. 
The sleeper and chair car left the track, 
and rolled down an embankment, and 
nearly all those abroard sustained in 
juries. 

The wreck, it is’ beHeved, was caused 
by a defective track. 

Excepting one passenger, a woman, 
everybody on the sleeper had retired, 


though few were asleep when the  ac- 
cident occurred. The cars began to 
rock and sway from side to aside, and 
then toppled over ‘before anyone realized 
the danger. However, there was 
panic. ‘The principal occupants of the 
Sleeper and chair car were women and 
crildren, and the fact of there being no 
excitement, {8 most remarkable. The 
greatest difficulty the women experienced 
was in finding sufficient clothing after 
the wreck, some of which has not yet 
been found. 

Dr. Connell, of Hot Springs, a sleeper 
passenger, not taking tlme to dress, did 
all possible to’ relieve the suffering. 
Where debris w@s impassable to his bare 
feet, the brakeman assisted him across. 

Very soon after the wreck a relief 
train was sent from Bowie with sur- 
geons, and soon all injured were given 
medical care at Bowie, some of them 
have been sent to Fort Worth.

The rules governing the delivery of cot- 
ton on contracts made through the New 
York Cotton Exchange are very unsatis- 
factory, both to the cotton growers and 
to the cotton manufacturers. The Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association of Charlotte, 
N. C., recently passed very strong resolu- 
tions calling upon the members of the 
New York Cotton Wxchange to revise 
their rules relative to the grades of cot- 
ton tendered on contracts through your 
exchange. This matter seems to be a 
very serioug one to those who are legiti- 
mately engaged in handling spot cotton. 

I would be glad if you would explain to 
me why it {s that July contracts are 
quoted on your exchange at /0 cents, and 
middling spot cotton, the basis of such 
contracts, is quoted at 10.90c on the 
same day, in the same city; and why it 
ig that future contracts in New York for 


the same day are from seventy-five to 


| 


one hundred points lower than the same 
grade of spot cotton can be purchased in 
the south. 

These are matters which the people of 
the south, particularly those engaged in 
the production of cotton, would like very 
much to have cleared up. I have been 
informed personally by high officials of 
the New York Exchange, that your mar- 
ket ig purely a speculative one, and has 
long ceased tg be regarded by people 
who operate there, as a spot market. 

There is no doubt but that some mem- 
bers of your exchangw have within the 
past twelve months made serious efforts 
to secure the revision of your present 
rules with reference to the delivery of 
cotton on contracts, and I have heard 
members of your exchange very seriously 


reflect upon that part of your exchange. 
I would be very much obliged to you if 


you would write me fully and concisely 
with reference to the above questions, 
and why it is that under your rules a 
man who buys middling cotton can have 
tendered to him any one of twenty-one 
different grades.

It is a fair question for you, or any one 
Why is New York a cotton mar- 
ket at all? Why, located so far from the 
fields of production, should it have daily 
transactions of 150,000 bales, and why 
700.000 bales of actual cotton should an- 
pass through, or remain tempo- 
rarily at its port. Realizing some 
essentials that the market is an artificial 
one, merchants. of this city have 
adopted rules for the handling of mer- 
chanitable cotton, and have established a 
trading basis, which protects the buyer 
and seller of cotton contracts, assuming 
primarily that the buyer and seller have 
a legitimate transaction to consummate, 
the producer or the con- 
sumer. This brings us squarely to the 
question at issue, as to why the New 
York contract is, as you and others al- 
lege, a debauched contract. (This term 
“debauched” is a.convenient expression 
used by people in the cotton business 
who do not understané, nor who have 
taken the trouble to analyze the true 
conditions which exist In New York. 
Realizing further that it is impossible, 
by reason of the trade conditions which 
prevail throughout the world, for New 
York to command even running grades of 
cotton in quantity, rules have been 
formed which make this market one for 
ANY MERCHANTABLE * GRADE OF 
COTTON, and have provided for the ten- 
der on contract of thirty different grades. 
The basis of this tender ts always mid- 
dling cotton, and with equitable and com- 
mercial allowances made for grades be- 
low and above middling, which allow- 
ances are fixed twice in a& season by a 
committee of seventeen merchants. It is 
assumed that both the seller and buryer 
of a New York contract know all the 
conditions surrounding the terms of the 
contract when they execute it. 
_ You and others refer to ‘“dog-tail” cot- 
ton that is tendered in New York. I 
think it is your duty to stop and consider 
the resources to the southern producer, 
of a market for gradeg of cotton for 
which he might not be able to find a 
market in his own territory. Failing to 
find the profitable market at home, he 
may ship his cotton to New York, and

market. The spinners of the country 
well know this, and tney make theier 
Specific contracts elsewhere, or through 
the merchants of the New York Cotton 
Exchange who are able to procure the 
specified grades. 

The New/York market responds to the 
same laws \and forces to which all mar- 
kets respond. A market is a place where 
buyers and gellers meet to puy and sell 
commodities or things, and in the final 
analysis actual value prevails, and every 
one is supposed to know the rules af- 
fecting the trading. 

This analysis makes possible an expla- 
nation of your second proposition—why 
July contracts are quoted at !0 cents, 
and middling spot cotton quoted at 
10.90 on the same day.

There ts an 
honest difference of opinion among the 
merchants of the exchange as to what 
is the value of grades berow middling and 
the grades above middling. Trade condi- 
tions, the quantity and quality of the 
various grades, and the demand therefor, 
are the factors considered, but with all 
this difference of opinion there is the

Sketches of the Slain. 


Contract Surgeon Calvin D. Snyder was 
born {in Baltimore, Md:,,on July 15, 1878 
and entered the military service on Au- 
gust 15, 1900.

ARRESTED

Copper 


Viaduct Was Blocked Again Yesterday Afternoon 
With Boys Scrambling for Silver and 


Pieces. 


HE Peachtree viaduct coin #ossere 
t drew a gathering yesterday after- 
noon much larger than upon the 
opening day. As a result of this amuse- 
ment, two men were arrested for disor- 
derly conduct—C. H. Bobinson and 
Messen Wale. The officers claim that 
they engaged in the coin. throwing, 
which blocked the streets. They were 
arrested by Detective Lanford. 

About the time newsvoys began sound- 
ing the afternoon papers a half dozen 
heads showed through the Fourth Na- 
tinal bank windows high above the 
stound. Appearance of these heads aug- 
mented the gathering of boys upon the 
sidewalks and the street, but there was 
no downpour of coppers as there had 
been the day before. A few minutes 
later some venturesOme tenant heaved 
a coin through a window. Instantly 
there was that medley OT deafening noses 
nothing but boys bent upon a frolic can 
make. 

Little attention was given the kids by 
the police officers except to push them 
from under vehicles and from in front 
of cars. But within a minute or two 
their smiles of pleasant expectancy gave 
way to looks of care and concern. The 
eyes of every officer were upon the main 
entrance to the Fourth National building. 

Realizing that there was Iittle grounds 
for-an arrest of the lads who hustled 
and tumbled for the coins, a squad of 


policemen in plain clothes had been sent

The Atlanta Journal, in an editorial page feature in its issue of last 
Sunday, returns to its attack upon the new line of railroad being constructed 
through this state—the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic. 

Again the people of Georgia are told that “The building of the Atlanta, 
Rirmingham and Atlantic railroad will not be of any benefit to the people | 
of Georgia!”’ 

The campaign of confiscation set afoot by Mr. Hoke Smith in his open- 
ing speech at Madison reaches a logical and natural culmination in this bold 
declaration that the construction of a great new independent railroad system 
through the heart of this state “will not be of benefit!” 

At the time George Stephenson was making his first experiment in 
steam locomotion—something like one hnndred years ago—that sort of talk 
was rather prevalent; but from the day of the construction of the first prac- 
tical railroad.down to the present day and hour, the only persons who could 
be expected to listen to it were the “marines” of song and story. 

Here in Georgia, we are giad to say, there are none of those “marines.” 
True, certain politicians, now engaged in an effort to disrupt the democratic 
party, are going about over the state assuming—as their speeches show— 
that the people of Georgia are an ignorant lot to be reached only through 
appeal to low prejudices; but the assumption on the part of this precious 
crew does not mean that Georgians are prejudiced or ignorant, or that they 
are living in the dark ages. 

Raising aloft their voices in mighty cry that Geargia is suffering from 
too little railroad competition, in the same breath these politicians condemna 
as “of no benefit to the people of Georgia’ a splendid independent system 
which, by means of its own steamers, will give to the merchants of Atlanta 
and other cities and towns of the state the benefit of direct competition with 
existing lines from New York and other eastern cities. That both the 
Southern and the Central realize the danger to them of this competition is 
shown by the opposition these systems have manifested toward this new 
enterprise.
